Miles

For some time a company has been 
industriously boring for gas and oil at 
Van Wert, thirty-two miles east of Fort 
Wayne, on the line of the Pittsburg and 
Fort Wayne road. Their work was re- 
warded this morning by a powerful rush 
of gas and twenty feet deeper oil sand 
was found, indicating an oil bed in that 
region. 
If oil and gas abound there it 
will be no trick to lay pipes to Fort 
Wayne, in the event that neither are 
found here. The Van Wert well is 
2,500 feet deep.

WASHINGTON, May 18.—One of the 
topics considered at the cabinet meeting 
to-day was the seizure of American fish- 
ing vessels by the Canadian authorities 
for alleged violation of the custom laws. 


The house of representatives passed a 
senate bill to provide for a study of the 
effect of alcoholic drinks upon the hu- 
man system, and an act appropriating 
$150,000 for a public building at El Pa- 
so, Texas.

One Man is Killed and a Half Dozen 


Others Receive Fatal Ballets 


in tbe Fasilade. 


Both Sides Prepared for Death 


and Face it With Abandon 


and indifference. 


BLOODY WORK. 


A Virgrinla Quarrel Results in 
Great Slaughter. 


MARTLSSVILLE, Va.. May 18.—In a 
fight last evening, on a crowded street, 
in which many shots were fired, Jacob 
Terry, a young farmer, was killed and 
his brothers, J. K. and Benjamin, mor- 
tally wounded. 


Col, P. D. Spencer, a prominent busi- 
ness man and manufacturer; Tarlton 
Brown, proprietor of Brown's tobacco 
warehouse; 
B. 
L. Jones, a saloon 
keeper; R. L. Gregory, a hotel clerk, 
and Sandy Martin were all dangerously 
wounded. 


All the parties are prominent in busi- 
ness life at this place and are well known 
in Southern Virginia. 
On Saturday 
night an anonymous circular was posted 
up all over town. 
It eerirnsly reflected 
on W. K. Terry, a young business man 
and his father, the late William Terry, a 
prominent citizen. 


Yesterday morning Terry telegraphed 
for his two brothers. 
They arrived at 1 
p. m., and after a brief consultation, 
went to the printing oflSce and demanded 
to know the author. 
The printer told 
them it was Col. P. D. Spencer, mem- 
ber of the town board. 


Last evening the Terry brothers start- 
ed in the direction of Spencer's factory 
and met Spencer with his brother and 
several friends. Forty shots were fired. 
It is believed that Brown and the two 
Terry's will live but a few hours.

Wm. Terry and Tarlton Brown are 
mortally wounded. Spencer and the oth- 
er parties will probably recover. All the 
business houses in Martinsville are closed 
to-day. 


FIGHTING INDIANS. 


A Battle With Geronimos B a n d 


WASHINGTON, May 18.—A telegram re- 
ceived at the war department from Gen. 
Miles, May 16, says that Captain Hat- 
field, of the Fourth cavalry, struck Ge- 
ronimos camp yesterdav morning, and 
at first was quite successful in capturing 
the camp and horses, driving the Indians 
some distance in tbe Canoma mountains 
in Mexico. 
About noon, in moving five 
miles from the camp through a deep 
cnnon he was attacked and fonght two 
hours. Two soldiers were killed, three 
wounded and many horses and mules. 
He reports the Indians seventy strong 
and that several'were killed.

Scanes In the Chamber—Justlo« 
Story's 
Clock->S1,000,000 
in 
Salaries—Four 
Juiitices Who Can Betlre on 
S10,000 
a Year—Some Ctosiip About Thenr.

WASHINGTON, 
M a y 
17.—The 
supreme 
court judges have the most desirable posi- 
tions in Uncle Sam's 
employ. 
They get 
$10,000 a yetir during their terms on the 
bench, and at the age of 70 they have the 
right to retire on the same salary for the re- 
mainder of their lives. 
Last month Judge 
Miller reached this age, and in November 
Judge Field and Chief Justice Waite, will see 
their 70th birthdays. 
Judge Bradley was 70 
three years ago, so that there wUl be at the 
close of this year four supreme 
justices 
eligible to retirement. 
In case they should 
retire, Piesident Cleveland will have the 
appointment of their successors, and on this 
account the leading lawyers of -the country 
«•e watching the supreme court with great 
Interest. 
I can inform them, however, that 
ihe justices are all in excellent health, and 
ihat the nine of them will average about 
£00 pounds each in weight, though Bradley 
is little else than skin and bone. 


THE SUPREME COURT ROOM. 


They are as a body the sleekest, fattest, 
jolliest and the same time stateliest assembly 
in Washington. 
They correspond to Shakes- 
peare's definition of their class, and their 
stomachs have no more wrinkles than so 
many drum heads. 
Secure in their high 
positions, surrounded by a host of good fel- 
lows and with $10,000 a year assured them 
for their lifetimes, they can sneer at care 
and laugh and grow fat. 
Already the gov- 
enmient has paid these judges over $1,000,- 
000 in salaries and nearly every one of them 
has received a fortune from Uncle Ham. 
Judge Miller's receipts as supreme judge have 
amounted to more than 
$230,000; Field's, 
$220,000; Bradley's, .?1.50,000; Harlan's, $80,- 
000; Woods', $50,000; Matthews and Gray, 
$40,000 each, and Blatchford's more than 
$30,000. 
Chief 
Justice Waite has 
been 
twelve years on the bench, at a salary of 
$10,500 a year, or a total of $126,000. 


It is no wonder that they are as a class 
long lived, and in looking back over our 
history jou will find ihat only forty-three 
men all told have occup ed seats on the su- 
preme bench. 
There have been only seven 
supreme justices, and nearly every one of 
these has livedo to a good old age. 
John Jay 
died at 86, John Marshall at 80, Roger B. 
Taney at 87, and Salmon P. Chase, who was 
killed by the sting of the presidential bee, at 
65. More than one-third of the judges of 
the supreme court since the beginning have 
served for more than twenty years, and five 
have sat on the supreme l^ench for over thirty 
years each. 
At present ludge Harlan is 53, 
Judge Gray 56, Judges Woods and Matthews 
62, and Judge Blatchford 66. 


The su prime court is the most dignified 
body of oui" government. Its room is the old

senate chamber, where Clay, Calhoun and 
Webster uttered their greatest speeches. 
It 
is situated just oiF the busy corridor of the 
Capitol which leads from the house to the 
senate, and is about midway between these. 
At its door sits an old negro with a gray 
beard and Caucasian features which never 
ci ack a smile. 
He opens the door solemnly 
to the visitor and closes it without a sounA 
He is as stately as the chief justice himself, 
and he has been here as long as any of the 
men upon the bench. 


The interior of the court is a half dome, 
beautifully finished, and carpeted with the 
finest 
velvet. 
Its furniture is mahogany, 
and the cushions. carpets and curtains are 
of a soft old red. 
Around the walls are 
marble busts of the chief justices of the past, 
and on a rostrum at the back of the room 
sit the nine justices in full black robes 
before a long mahogany bench. 
They have 
high-backed chairs, which are well filled 
with their rotund forms, and their black 
satin gowns make them look like a set of 
semi-bald old women with beards, in Mother 
Hubbards. 
Below them, inside of a railing 
in the shape of a half-moon, are the chairs 
and tables at which the lawyers sit. 
These 
chairs are of highly polished mahogany, 
quaintly shaped, and of a style now long out 
out of date. 
On benches back of this railing 
are the seats for visitors, and these are 
usually filled when the court is in session. 
Over the judges, away up near the ceiling, 
there is an iron gallery, which is not used 
now, but which, when this room was the 
senate chamber, was probably reserved for 
ladies. 
Red curtains hang down back of the 
judges, and the American eagle, in gold, 
rests up there above Chief Justice Waite's 
head. 


The sessions of the supreme court com- 
mence promptly at 12 o'clock and last until 
4. Shortly before 12 these dignified justices 
walk into the robing rooms across the cor- 
ridor, and with many a joke to each other put 
on those great gilk gowns. They are pa rticular 
about the cut of their gowns, too, and have 
them made by the best of tailors. 
Each of 
ttiom eoste from $76 to $150, and they have

robing room where they put them on has 
many fine pictures, and one of these is a por- 
trait of John Jay, the first chief jostica 
It 
represents him with a gfown of black, with 
bright red silk facing, and there was a great 
discnssion a year or two ago as to whether 
the justices of the court ever wore gowns of 
this character. 
The question was referred 
to one of John Jay's descendants, and he 
solved it by showing one of the gowns of this 
kind which his ancestor wora 
When John 
Jay was justice, the .supreme court wore 
white wigs, long black silk gowns, 
knee 
breeches and low shoes adorned with big 
silver buttons. 
When Taney became chief 
justice he appeared before the court in 
pantaloons, and was, it is said, the first jus- 
tice who gave a decision so attired. 


THE CRIER. 


Leaving the robing room the justices, clad 
in their togas, cross the hall and proceed 
soberly through a back entrance into the 
supreme court chamber. 
As they enter 
every one rises, and all remain standing until 
the justices bow and seat themselves. 
Then 
a little fellow with a big voice at the 
right 
of the chamber rises and says: "O yez! O 
Oyez! O yez! All persons having business 
before the supreme court of. the United 
Btates are admonished to draw near and 
give their attention for the court is now sit- 
ting. 
God save the United States and this 
honorable court," 


The first thing in order is usually the 
swearing in of lawyers who wish to practice 
before the court. This is a solenm ceremony, 
and the applicant has to kiss the Bible in 
taking the oath. 
The lawyers before the 
supreme court talk quietly and rarely at- 
tempt to do anything by flights of eloquenca

The justices listen closely, though at times 
they appear to be doing something else. 
They often ask questions of young members 
of the bar and muddle them up in doing so. 
Ex-Justice David Davis, in giving advice to 
a young lawyer friend of mine, referred to 
the judges as "old duffers in togas," and told 
him if any of them asked him questions in 
the middle of an argument to reply: 
"Your 
honor, I will answer that by and by," and he 
need not bother whether he answered it at 
alL 


The most noted lawyers of the country 
appear before this court. 
Senator Edmunds 
drops in occasionally, and I underetand that 
he takes out many times as much as his sena- 
torial salary in supreme court fees. 
Ben 
Butler is here often, and Roscoe Conkling 
appears almost as regularly as the months 
go round, Joseph E. McDonald was speaking 
to the court when I was in it to-day, and I 
saw William M Evarts sitting on his spine, 
with his chin drawn down into his chest, 
listening to the argument. 


The prettiest things about the court are its 
two page boys. One of these is a black-haired, 
black-eyed little fellow, and the other is a | 
beautiful boy of perhaps 10, with curly 
blonde hair which hangs down upon his 
shoulders, blue eyes and a face which is as 
sweet as tho-;e of Raphael's cherubs. 
He is 
noted by visitors as he runs about among | 
the judges doing their errands, and the con- 
trast of his beautiful youth and their old 
age is very striking. 


Just across the hall from the supreme 
court room is the clerk's office. Here all of 
the books of the court are kept, and, like the 
court and robing room, it is filled with old 
furniture. 
Its book cases look as 
though 
they came from the 
Revolution, and on 
the wall hangs a 
big round clock of /, 
curious shape. This 
clock, like every- 
thing else about the ' 
court, has a tradi- 
tion connected with 
i t 
The legend is 
that when 
Judge 
Story was here the 
justices were never 
on t i m e . 
T h e y 
c a m e 
b y 
t h e i r 
watches, and each 
man's watch was diflFerent. 
One day Justice 
Story said: "I am tired of this discussion 
and I will get a timepiece that all shall go» 
by." 
He straightway ordered this clock 
from Boston, 
It was made well, and it goes 
to-day as ti-uly as it did when Daniel Web- 
ster, Aaron Burr and Salmon P, Chase set 
their watches by it. 


Let me tell you something about these four 
justices who will soon have the right to re- 
tire. 
There is Jus- 
tice Bradley, that 
little dried up old 
man with a pleas- 
ant 
face 
and 
a 
twinkling eye. 
He 
is 
the 
wealthiest 
judge on the bench, 
and he is worth 
over 
$ 5 0 0 , 0 0 0 . 
Bradley made his 
fortune as a rail- 
road lawyer before 
he came to Wash- 
ington. 
He is a self-made man, and his 
father was a poor New York farmer who 
tried 
to 
add 
to his income 
by 
mak- 
ing charcoal 
He had eleven 
children, 
and 
Judge 
Bradley 
was 
the 
oung- 
est. 
His father could give him nothiuj^ but 
common school education, still, at 1<), he 
had mastered algebra and trigonometry,

Young Bradley r ^ 
plied that he had not decided whether he 
would be president of the United States or a 
judge of the supreme court. 
The noted man 
then asked Bradley to read to him. 
He did 
BO, and in talking of what he had read he 
showed such a wond. rful knowledge that 
the man advised him by all means to get an 
education. 
Young Bradley decided to do 
so. 
He taught school to get th(} money, and 
finally graduated from Rutg:e:s college in 
the same class with ex-Secretary of State 
Frelirighuysen. 
He be^an to practice law 
at Newark, N. J., made a great reputation, 
and Grant appointed him to his present posi- 
tion. 
Judge Bradley is an indefatigable 
worker. 
He does not leave the supreme 
court bench, because he must have some- 
thing to do, and he would feel lost away 
from work. 
He is a gi-eat laver of mathe- 
matics, and often takes up abstruse subjects 
in history and jjosts himself on them. 
He 
has one of the finest libraries in Washington, 
and uses the congressional library a great 
deal 


Justice Miller, who has just reached 70, is 
a healthy looking 
man. 
He 
has a 
great 
big frame, 
with 
big, 
broad, 
b e e f y 
shoulders, 
and 
a 
physique 
which 
would 
do 
honor to Bacchus. 
His head is very 
large, his forehead 
high 
and 
broad, 
and his nose of such 
character that 
it 
seems to be rather 
sneering than laughing. 
Miller started life 
as a drug clei-k, studied medicine and then 
practiced law. 
He was bom in Kentucky and 
made his reputation in Iowa, whence he was 
appointed to the supreme bench by President 
Lincoln. 
He is a man of great ability, a 
member of the Unitrarian church, and is said 
to be fond of terrapin and good living. 


Chief Justice Waite comes from Connec- 
ticut. 
His father 
was a c:hief justice 
of that state, and 
he retired from the 
bench when he was 
just of the age that 
his son 
is 
now. 
Mr. 
Waite 
is 
a 
stocky, dark-faced 
ni a n with a full 
dark beard 
i n t o 
which tho 
g r a y 
strands are coming. 
He has dark, iron- 
gray hair, a broad 
forehead, not very hij^h, and a face rather 
grave than jolly. 
He graduated at Yale 
in the same class with William M. Evarts, 
and 
practiced 
law 
in Ohio at 
Toledo. 
He wasbpokon of for the presidency and other 
oflices bcl'orc he was appfiinted chiet justice, 
but he shunned the voice of the political 
siren. 
Wlien Salmon P. Chase died, it was 
thought that .Miller Avould be made chief 
justice, but Gen. Grant did things his own 
way, and Waite got the place. Chief Justice 
Waite is now in good health, and ho bids fair 
to live to the ago of his father, who died 
at 82. 


Stephen J. Field is perhaps the finest look- 
ing man in public life, and he is, I suppose, 
the oldest jnilge in 
point of service ou 
the bench to-day. 
He was six years 
on 
the 
supreme 
bench of California 
before he was ap- 
pointed to the su- 
preme court of the 
U n i t e d 
S t a t e s , 
twenty-three years 
ago. 
He comes of 
one of 
the 
most 
noted families of 
the times. 
One of 
his brothers, David Dudley Field, is a noted 
New York 
lawyer. 
Cyrus W. Field is 
known over the world as the millionaire and 
the layer of the Atlantic cable. 
Henry F, 
Field has made himself noted as a litterateur 
and preacher, and Stephen J. Field iis a man 
of 
culture 
and 
an 
eminent 
judge. 
These boys 
were 
the 
sons of 
a Con- 
necticut prea cher. Stephen J. was well edu- 
cated, and be w;is the honor man at Williams 
college in 1S>7. After traveling in Europe 
he studied law and was for a time a partner 
of his brother, David Dudley Held, in New 
York. 
At the time of the California gold 
fever he went there, and he was at one time 
a member of the California legislature. 
He 
was a fiery fellow at this time, and I have 
heard of a duel which he was ready to fight, 
but at which the other man did not come to 
time.
